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PREFACE. 
Je IHE. ancient Policy of this Realm 
hath been, to direEt the Care and 
Provifion for the impotent Poor, to be 
managed by Townſhips ; except in Caſes 
of the Diſability of the Townſhip, and 
then the Poor were to be maintained by 
the neighbouring Townſhips within the 
ſame Hundred. And this Care of confin- 
| ing the Poor to the Towns of their Set- 
tlement or Birth, appears in all the Ads 
of Parlzament made for providing for the 
Poor, from 12 Rc. 1I. to this Time. 

It does not appear, that the Poor had 
 anciently any other Provition than yolun- 
tary Alms; till by the great Ingroflnent 
of landed Property by the Religious Orders, 

and their Appropriation of Church Liv- 
ings, the Wealth of the People was not

But more ample Proviſion having been 
made for the Poor ſince the Reformation, 
theſe older Statutes have been long diſuſed 
or repealed.

\ > Get the Neceſlity, Number, and continual The Occafion 
Y Increaſe of the Poor, not only within the Cities 2 Increale of 
of London and I/tminſ/ter, with the Liberties of each ©2% 
of them, but alſo through the Whole Kingdom of Eng- 
land and Dominion of //ales, is very great, and exceed- 
ing burthenſome, being occationed by reaſon of ſome 
Defects in the Law concerning the ſettling of the Poor, 
and for want of a due Proviſion of the Regulations of 
Relief and Employment in ſuch Pariſhes or Places 
where they are legally ſettled, which doth inforce
